Background 


Before 1848, there were few if any 
Mexicans living within the then-United 
States. So, we can say that Mexicans 
didn’t come initially to the US. but the 
U.S. came to us. There was contact 
between Mexicans and Americans before 
1848, and this is what this article will 
be about 

fhe role that racial feeling played in 
the Texas revolt against Mexico has been 
cited by Fugene ¢ Darker, a Texas 
historian: ‘‘The Texans saw themselves 
in danger of becoming the alien subjects 
of a people to whom they deliberately 
believed themselves morally intel- 
lectually and politically superior. 

The racial feeling indeed, underlay and 
colored Texan-American relations from 
the establishment of the first Anglo- 
American colony of 1821. 

Southern traditions remain strong in 
Texas today and have carried over to

Hatcher

No dark glasses, turtle neck sweater, 
beard or beret. Richard Hatcher, Negro 
mavor of Gary, Indiana, spoke here vester- 
day, offering a striking contrast to sym- 
posium speakers of past weeks. 

Instead of an Eldridge Cleaver or a 
Harry Edwards, the audience in the Music 
Recital Hall heard a neat, poised statesman 
address them calmly, lle stood before 
them in charcoal suit and burgundy tle 
and stated that he was not there as a 
“flaming partisan’’ who had come to tell 
them to vote only Democratic, “lam 
here in support of Hubert Humphrey,’’ 
he said. 

Although he gave a mainly politica! 
pep talk for the Presidential candidate, 


some extent into New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. California, in its attitude toward 
its heritage from Mexico, suffers from a 
split personali.y. 

On the one hand, it reveres and tho- 
roughly commercializes the “Spanish” 
past, and on the other it tends to scorn 
or simply ignore the living representa- 
tives of this past in its midst. Oa 
festive occasions for purpose of page- 
antry, it can still trot out representatives 
of the old, aristocratic ‘‘Spanish’’ families 
to ride along with the rest of the parade 
in ten-gallon hat and braided jacket. 


Schizophrenic 


Two modern writers on social themes, 
Carey M-Williams in ‘“‘North from 
Mexico’ and Ruth Tuck in “Not With the 
Fist,"’ appear to have enjoyed themselves 
thoroughly as they somewhat playfully 
but emphatically exposed California’s 
schizophrenic state of mind toward Mexico 
and the ‘“‘Spanish’’ past. Both writers 
traced the genevlogies of the old ‘‘Spanish”’ 
families to discover these ‘“‘aristocrats’’ 
to have been of ordinary origin, mestizo, 
(half Indian. half Spanish) and as Mexican 
as tortillas and beans..."’ (From Cecil 
Robinson’s “The Mexican In American 
Literature.’’) 

This racism that was imported to 
nuestra tierra (our land) still remains 
with us today. There can still be found 
people, both Mexican-Americans and 
Anglo- Americans, who think of the word 
‘Mexican’? as derogatory and prefer the 
term ‘“Spanish’’. Monteczuma would turn 
over in his grave at such an indignity.

Hatcher analyzed many significant prob- 
lems confronting America today. 

It is easier, he said, for whites to 
go into a slum area and work to improve 
conditions there , than to try to stop 
racial prejudice in their own areas. But 
he stated that the latter means of attach 
ing the problem, would be more bene 
ficial. 

An advocate of black power, the 34 
vear old grandson of a former slave 
pointed out that his election as mayo: 
of Gary demonstrates that systematic 
exclusion of black people has not reached 
perfection. He emphasized, however, 
that it is only a beginning; an isolated 
Situation, There is much more to be 
done, 

“We still have a long wa 
right now, we are on a collision course,”’ 

Stating that no one can reach a mili- 
tant, Hatcher added that if we consider

the years of devastation that have been 
wrought by racial discrimination, ‘“‘we 
will need a radical revolution to bring 
about racial equality in this society."’ 

When Hatcher first announced his 
candidacy for mayor last year, a reporter 
asked him if he felt our country is reads 
for a black mayor, lle replied with the 

ame answer previous'y given to a ques- 
tion as to whether blacks were ready for 
freedom 

‘Ready or not, here we come!”’ 

Hatcher added the necessary political 
comment in his address, 

“The 1968 election will not be the end 
of the world, But it could be if George 
Wallace is elected,” 

“T think that Mr, 
sophisticated George Wallace.’ 

“Mr, Nixon and Mr, Wallace is enough 
reason to be for Mr, Hlumphrey.”’ 

Mayor l!latcher added that he did not

agree with all the positions of Hubert 
Humphrey, particularly his Vietmam 
policy. A campaigner for Robert Ken- 
nedy before his assassination, Hatcher 
believes one must look at Humphrey’s 
over-all record, and vote for him on his 
past performance, 

In a 20 minute question and answer 
period after the talk, Hatcher spoke in- 
formally, 

“Integration should not be a first 
priority, We must first establish a 
power base from which to deal with the 
white community.” 

“liberals have to recognize that they 
must move to @ more radical position 
to accomplish their ends,"’ 

In answer to a question as to the value 
of physical violence for achieving pro- 
gress, he said this: 

“We can’t afford the luxury of force, 
We have too much to lose,”’

*‘Daruma”’ is a book about what 
supposedly couldn’t happen in 1942, 
but somehow did. It's a book 
about what supposedly couldn't 
happen today. 

‘My older brother repeated! 
assured us that it couldn't happen 
here in America, not in this coun- 
try,"" explained Taku Frank 
Nimura to about 70 lunchers at a 


Noon Forum last Friday. Yet a 
few weeks later his family was 
imprisoned for five years in a 
World War II concentration camp 
at Tulle Lake, California. 
10 years old and Japanese. 

“I've written this book because 
I know of no other account by some- 
one who was on the inside. It's 
important that the truth be known, 
and also, | think it is topical, very 
relevant to what is happening 
today.'’

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It was a military decision; it 
was war hysteria Nimura told 
Ile elaborated, say - 
ing that although there was some 
prejmdice before the attack, anti- 
Japanese sentiment was not 
spontaneous. It was the product 
of a yellow peril’ threat created 
im the press, of politicians in an 
clection year, and of those eco- 
nomically motivated, 

Despite FBI clearance that 
Japanese Americans would not aid 
the enemy in the event of an 
invasion, they were “evacuated’’ 
or ‘relocated’’, ostensibly for 
their own protection, 

Ihe government attempts 
were successful because the 
Japanese Americans were citizens 
who didn’t know their rights," 
Nimura said, “They were author 
ity conscious people and 4 very 
small minority.

ing, “Black author Louis | omax, 
speaking at Sacramento ( ity Col- 
lege, October 16, charged that the 
government is refurbishing some 
of these camps. Do you know any- 
thing about it’”’’ 

Nimura replied, ‘‘I've heard 
rumors to that effect, and in fact, 
several students who know of my 
experiences have come to me say- 
ing they have read such stories.”’
